had in any Manner been proved, it might have enabled your 
Majeſty, by due Courſe of Law, to have given the Satisfac- 
tion to your People of lrelard, that has been fo much ir- 
ſiſted upon; but as it is now abob? faur Mont fince your 
Majeſty was pleaſed to ſend over to Ireland for ſuch Evi- 
derice, as might prove a Fact alledged to be ſo notorious, 
and no Evidence at all has been as yet tranſmitted, nor the 
leaſt expeRation given of anythat may herea!ter be obtaired, 
and the Tryals and Aﬀays that have been taken of the Hal:-

ded, that the Copper-Money coined for Ireland by virtue 
of this Patent, ſhould far exceed the like Coinages for 
Ireland, in the Reigns of your Majeſty's Royal Prede- 
ceſlors.

And that your Majeſty's Royal Predeceſſors have exerciſed 
this undoubted Prerogative of granting to private Perſons

Committee by ſeveral Precedents of ſuch Patents granted 
to private Perſons by King Charles II. and King James II.

land, to Conlider and Report their Opinion to your

pretence to ſay, this Patent was paſs'd or obtained in a 
clandeftine or unprecedented Manner, unleſs it is to be 
underfiood, that your Majeſty's granting a Liberty of 
Coining Copper Money for Ireland, under the Great 
Seal of Great Britain, without referring the Confiderati- 
on thereottothe principal Officers of Ireland is theGriey- 


ance and Michief complained of. Upon this Head it muſt 


be admitted, that Letters Patents under the Great Seal of 
Great Britain for coining Copper Money for Ireland, are 
Legal and Obligatory, a off and reaſonable Exerciſe of 
your Majeſty's Royal Prerogative, and in no Manner 
derogatory, or in vaſi ve, of any Liberties or Privileges of 
your Subjects of Ireland. When any Matter or Thing 
is Tranſacting that concerns or may Affect your King- 
dom of Ireland, if your Majefty has any Doubts con- 
cerning the ſame, or ſces juſt Cauſe for contidering your 
Offices of Ireland, your Majefty is frequently pleaſed 
to refer ſuch Conſiderations to your chief Goyernours of 
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Ireland, but the Lords ofthe Committee hope it will 
not be aller ted, that any legal Orders or Reſolutions of 
your Majeſty can of ought to be called in Queſtion or in- 
validated, becauſe the Ad vice or Conſent ot . your chief 
Governours of that Kingdom was not previouily had 
upon them: The Precedents ate many, wherein Caſes of 
greatImpvrtance to Ireland, and that immediatelyafteAcd, 
the Intereſts of that Kingdom, ' Warrants, Orders, and 
Directions, by the Authority of your Majeſty and your 


Royal Predecefſors, have been ifſued under the Royal 


Sign Mzauel, without any previous Reference, or Ad- 
vice of your- Officers of Iceland, which have always 
had their due Force, and have been punctually com- 
plied with and obeyed. And as it caunot be diſputed 
but this Patent might legally and properly paſs under 
the Great Seal of Great Britain, ſo their Lordſhips 
cannot find any Precedents of References to the Of- 
ficers of Ireland, of what paſſed under the Great Seal 
of England; on the contrary, there are Precedents of 
Patents paſſed under the Great Scal of Ireland, where 
in all the previous Steps the References we:e made to 
the Officers of England: 

By the Miſrepreſentation of the State of Ireland, in 
order to obtain this Patent, it is preſumed, is meant, 
That the Information given to your Majefty of the 
great want of ſmall Money, to make ſmall Payments, 
was groundleſs, and that there is no ſuch want of, 
{ſmall Money: The Lords of the Committee enquired 
very particularly into this Article, and Mr. Wood 
produced ſeveral: Witneſſes, that directly afferted the 
great want of ſmall Money for Change, and the grear 
Damage that Retailers and Manufactures ſuffered tor 
want of ſuch Copper Money. Evidence was given, 
That conſiderable Manufactutres have been obliged to 
give Tallies, or Tokens in Cards, to their Workmen 
lor want of (mall Money, ſigned upon the Back, to be 
after wards exchanged for larger Money: That a Pre- 
mium was often given to obtain ſmall Money tor ne- 
ceſſary Occaſions : Several Letters from Ireland to 
Correſpondents in England were read, complaining ot 
the want of Copper Money, and expreſſing the great 
Demand there was for this Money. | 

The great want of ſmall Money was further proved 


by the common Uſe of Raps, a countericit Coin, ot 


ſuch baſe Metral, that what paſſes for a Half-Penny, is 
not worth half a Farthing, which Raps appeared to 
have obtained a Currency, out of Neceflity and for 
want of better ſmall Money to make Change with, and 
by the beft Accounts, the Lords of the Committee have 
Reaſon to believe, That there can be no doubt, that 
there is a real want of (mall Money in Ireland, which 
ſeems to be ſo far admitted on all Hands. that there 
does not appear to bave been any Miſrepreſencation of 
the State ot Ireland in this Reſpect. 

In the ſecond Addreſs from the Houſe of Commons to 
your Majzfly, They moſt humbly beſeech your Majeſty, 
that you will be graciouſly pleaſed to give Directions 
to the ſeveral Officers inttuſted with the Receipt of your 
Majeſty's Revenue, that they do not, on any pretence 
whatſoever, receive or utter ſuch Half-Pence or Far- 


things, aud Mr. Wood, in his Petition to your Maje- 


fiy, Complains, that the Officers of your Majeſty's Re- 
venue had already given ſuch Orders to all the inferior 
Officers not to receive any of this Coin.

Mr. Wood having been heard by his Council, pro- 
duced his ſeveral Witneſſes, all the Papers and Prece- 
dents, which he thought Material, having been read and 
confidered, and having as he conceived, fully vindica-

der and Comptrol of your Majeſty and your Com- 
miffionets of the Treaſury or High Treaforer for the 
time being; the Lords of the Committee are of 
Opinion, that your Majeſty upon this Voluntary Offer 
and Propoſal of Mr. Wood, may give proper Orders 
and Dire&ions for the Execution and due Performance 
of ſuch Parts of the. ſaid Propoſal, as ſhall be judged 
moſt for the Intereſt and Accommodation of your Sub- 
jets of Ireland: In the mean time, it not appearing 
co their Lordſhips that Mr. Wood has done or com-
